The Proposed Suffer a ire Amendment 
Works Well In Other States, 
the Hope of Oklahoma. 


The proposed suffrage amendment 
simply places a premium on intelli 
gence and levies an embargo on ig­ 
norance. at commands the negro to 
qualify himself for the duties of in­ 
telligent citizenship before asking for 
participation in the administration of 
government, It ought to prove, and 
we believe that it will prove, a pow­ 
er ful stimulus to negro education and 
intellectual advancement. The “West- 
x Jl^ rn Age,” one of the leading negro 
papers of Oklahoma, says, in an is­ 
sue of recent date: 
“The race needs something to stim­ 
ulate its desire for education. Ev­ 
ery boy and girl should have a cer­ 
tain amount of learning, and if it 
% fakes the Grandfather Clause to do 
it, then let's have the Grandfather 
clause.” 
This is the opinion of one of the 
brainiest negroes of the state. Com­ 
ing as it does ffom one who is a ne­ 
gro himself, who has spent his life 
among negroes, who has devoted his 
life to the education of negroes, and 
^ who knows his race and the needs of 
his race—it deserves more serious 
consideration than all the partisan 
expressions that (Frank Greer and 
Oscar Ameringer could give vent to 
in a century’s time. 
In North Carolina. 
Governor Kitchen of North Carolina 
says that the Grandfather Clause has 
created a better feeling between the 
two races in his state. This is more 
♦to be desired tha nthe meaningless 
privilege of illiterate voting. So long 
as the two races must live in the 
same municipality it is decidedly best 
that they live on friendly terms. Most 
of the ill-feeling between the races 
has been created and sustained by 
political differences disseminated by 
the criminal meddling of low-bred 
politicians. If the Grandfather Clause 
will bring about a better feeling 
between the races (as it has done in 
4 
(North Carolina) then by all means 
let us have the Grandfather Clause. 
The Problem that Confronts. 
On next Tuesday the voters of 
Oklahoma are to decide what shall 


be the future of the state. On that 
day they are to determine whether 
Oklahoma shall be negroid or Anglo- 
Saxon. When you go into the polling 
booth think of the past, the present 
and the future. Think of the days 
when an insane rabble of illiterate 
negroes 
misgoverned 
the 
cotton 
states and gave to American history 
its only shameful page. Think of the 
negro candidates for office in twenty 
East side counties and the unctious 
promise of the Guthrie State Capital 
that if the negro will only stay 
quiet until atfer the suffrage amend­ 
ment is killed he can get all the of­ 
fices he wants. Think of the ignor­ 
ant hordes of negroes pouring into 
the state and try to anticipate the 
day when negro domination extends 
to the# west side even as it now 
overwhelms the east side. Think of 
negroes sitting in the halls of legis­ 
lation and making laws to govern 
you and your family. Think of negro 
constables arresting white men and 
white women in twenty counties and 
dragging them away to be tried be­ 
fore a negro justice of 
the 
peace. 
Think of 
negro 
bailiffs 
guarding 
white witnesses and standing guard 
over white juries. Think of negro 
school 
boards 
governing 
white 
schools, making rules for white chil­ 
dren, closeting themselves with white 
lady teachers 
in 
lonely 
country 
school houses and employing no one 
to teach except those advocating the 
neauseating principles of negro equal 
ity. Think of the negro mob that 
stoned the delegates w’ho were on 
their w*ay to attend the state con­ 
vention at Muskogee. Think of the 
negroes who 
burned 
the 
(Midland 
Valley depot when the Jim Crow 
law was passed. Think of negro mis­ 
sionaries canvassing Southern states, 
urging negroes to come to Oklaho­ 
ma—the only cotton state where ne­ 
groes can govern white schools and 
sit in the legislature. Think of ne­ 
gro politicians dominating the con­ 
gressional caucus at Tulsa and put­ 
ting the entire white electorate of 
the third congressional district be­ 
neath the heel of “Shinola” Sango of 
Muskogee. Think of all these things, 
and then decide whether Oklahoma 
shall be negroid or Anglo-Saxon. And 
if you decide that Oklahoma shall 
be Anglo-Saxon, do not vote against 
the “Grandfather Clause.”

CORN INJOBEDJT THE HEIT 


Most Damage In Oklahoma Is Noted 
in Western Part of the State. 


Guthrie, Ok., July 26—Yesterday’s 
intense heat was duplicated today 
and the corn crop is in a critical 
condition. The greatest damage to 
the corn is in the western counties. 
The Board of Agriculture estimated 
this year’s crop at 120,000,000 bushels 
and the loss to date at 20,000,000. 


Guthrie, Ok., July 27.—Announce­ 
ment was made 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court yesterday that a 4 p. m. to­ 
day it would deliver an opinion upon 
Gov. Haskell’s application for a writ 
of 
prohibition 
against 
the 
Logan 
County District Court in the matter 
of removal of the state capital from 
Guthrie to Oklahoma City. 
Following the special election of 
June ll, Gov. Haskell declared Ok­ 
lahoma City to be the new capital of 
Oklahoma, 
but before 
removal 
of 
the records could be obtained citi­ 
zens of Logan county, through Coun­ 
ty Attorney Hepburn, were granted 
a temporary writ of injunction by 
the Logan County District court pre­ 
venting the transfer. 
* Gov. Haskell was accompanied to 
Oklahoma City by Secretary of State 
Cross, and, while 
the 
former 
has 
moved a portion of his offfcial rec­ 
ords since the court injunction, rec- 
o rd so f the secretary of state’s office* 


were left here. Other state offices 
also remained in Guthrie. 
The governor* filed a special de­ 
murrer to the District court pro­ 
ceedings, but was not sustained. He 
then applied to the supreme court 
for a writ of prohibition, argument 
upon which was concluded July 5. 
It is still the governor's contention 
that the executive is supreme 
in 
political acts and can not be con­ 
trolled by the judiciary. 
In event the writ is not granted, 
the case is returned to the Logan 
county district court for hearing up­ 
on the application for a permanent 
injunction, and if the decision then Is 
adverse to the Governor's claims he 
has an appeal to the supreme court 
which will bring the case upon its 
merits, squarely presenting the is­ 
sue whether the Oklahoma enabling 
act is binding.

Section One: 
It shall be unlaw ­ 
ful for any person to drive, ride or 
propel any bicycle, m otor cycle, or 
autom obile in the streets, avenues. 
or alleys of the City of Ada, Okla.. 
at a g reater rate of speed than ten 
m iles per hour between street cross­ 
ings or at a greater rate of speed 
than four miles per hour at street 
crossings.

Section Two: 
'It shall be unlaw ful 
for any person to ride any horse, 
drive any hack, bus, 
cab,

wagon, or vehicle of any kind in the 
streets, avenues and alleys of the 
City of Ada, Okla., faster than an 
ordinary tro t or pace.
